lilinois Legisiatare this winter. The Cook

The public demand is persons accused 
of erime shall be brought to a speedy trial in 
order that they may be discharged if inno- 
cent and punished if guilty, There is no 
danger that injustice will be done to innocent 
persons under conditions that shall assure a 


) speedy trial, The rule ts that persons who are 


conscious of their innocence are anxious for 
the earliest possible opportunity of vindica- 


ting themselves and securing a discharge from | 


custody or bail, but that those who are con- 
scious of their guiltare equally anxious to 
avail themselves of every pretext for delay, 


in order to exhaust the energy of the prose- 


cution and wear out public interest in their 
couviction. The very first essential of re- 
form, then, equally desirable for the protec- 
tion of the innocent and the punishment of 
the guilty, is to remove the countless delays 
which are possible under the present jaws, 
and to assure an early trial for every person 
accused of a serious, offense against society. 
Two or three cha in the law are abso- 
lutely indispensable to end. 

In the first place, it is necessary to reform 
the system of bail-bonds. It may not be gen- 
erally knowa that‘ bail is commonly .pro- 
cured by criminals not so much with the pui- 
pose of gaining their liberty while waiting 
for their frial as in order to secure a series of 
postponements or to defeat justice alto- 
gether. The bail-bonds under the present 
system are worthless. The records show 
that not 3 per cent of the forfeited bail-bonds 
have been collécted during ‘the last twenty 
years. Thero are two ways to cheat justice 
under the straw-bail system. One is for the 
criminal to take advantage of his temporary 
release to escape altogether, which the pro- 
fessional bondsman will agree to readily for 
a reasonable compensation in the certainty 
that he can defeat the collection of the bond. 
The other is to produce the criminal after 
the bond has been forfeited, a postpone- 
ment of the trial having thus been 
secured, and then obtain his release 
‘under a néw bond; this is a favorit device 
for gaining time and wearing out the prose- 
cution. Both these frauds can be prevented 
by providing that the bond shall be good for 
the amount of bail fixed by the court, and 
collection may be assured in nine cases out 
of ten by makme the bond alien on the real 
estate scheduled as security. Under the 
present system it is so easy a matter for the 
bondsmau to dispossess himself of the real 

te before judgment can be obtained on 
the bond thatit is rarely an effort is made to 
recover under a criminal bond. If the sched- 
uled real estate became mortgaged to the 
State by the very fact of being scheduled, 
and every false schedule were punished by a 
term in the penitentiary, the straw-bail sys- 
ten would seon be broken down, and one of 
the easiest methods for eluding justice would 
be taken from the criminal! class. 

There are other fraudulent methods for 
preventing a speedy trial which should be 
prohibited. One of these is the introduc- 
tion of an affidavit, plainly false in every 
particular, in which the : swears that 
an important witness is unavoidably de- 
tained at some remote point and cannot be 
produced unless the trial is postponed. This 
affidavit jsets forth further that such witness 
would, if present, prove the innocence of 
the accused beyond any question. The Judge 
has uo discretion to pass upon the merits of 
this affidavit, and the prosécution has no 
remedy;- if a continuance be refused. 
the ease is appealed upon exception 
and the Supreme Court sets aside the

PACIFIC RAILROAD ROBBERY. 
There has heen an animated debate in 
Congress coy two whole days upon.a 
proposition that Pacific railways, built 
by Government subsidy, shall be paid for 
their services in transporting troops and 


‘supplies for the Government only 80 per 


cent of what they are now collecting from 
private individuals for like services. The 
members, of course, soon became classed ‘as 
partisans and enemies of the railroads, and 
the discussion included the topics of vested 
rights, sancti 
Congress, and the consideration of right, 
justice, and equity, We read the debate 
carefully, and with the hope and expectation 
that at least ene person among the repre- 
sentatives of the people would have the 
courage to remind Congress of its criminal 
neglect in this very business. 

Congress in 1864 voted to these companies 
$64,000,000 of National bonds as a loan to en- 
able them to build these railways; at the 
same time it voted to them immense grants 
of land; subsequently it voted to these com- 
panies the power to borrow $64,000,000 addi- 
tional and to give the lien therefor priority 
over any debt due me United States. On the 
first loan of $64,000,000 there are $80,000,000 
interest paid by the United States, which in- 
terest is now due by these roads. The money 
avant was equal to the construction of two 
roads; one wus built, and the rest of the 
money stolen; the owners of. he road never 
contributed a dollar towards its construction, 
but ever since it was put in operation have 
been plundering and robbing the public with 
a remorselesness that would shame a gang 
of 3 commanding the routes over the 
d 

The etal demanded from freight and pas- 
sebgers over the roads from Omaha to San 
Francisce are now, and have been for many 
years, 50 per cent greater than would be tol- 
erated in any other part. of the civilized 
world where the Goverument or its officers 
are not sharers of the plunder. 

During the debate of the present. week 


much was said about the power of the Goy-~ 


ernment to make this reduction of 30 per 
cent on the rates charged for Government 
freights; the extortions made by the. Pacific 
roads were frankly coneeded. . While ‘every 
member of the House was fully aware that 
Congress had the unquestioned pawer to tix 
pereuptorily a maximum rate to be charged 
over these roads for freight and passengers, 
we searched in vain for a suggestion Or a 
speech by any member proposing the 
tates for the transportation of freight and. 

assengers over the roads between Couneil 

luffs and San Francisco should during the 

ear 1883 and until altered by law be 50 per 

nt what they were on the Ist of July, 1882. 

The proposed reduction in the rates of 
transportation on Government büsiness is a 
very trifling affair, while a like reduction on 
all fhe transportation business over these 
ro ould be something substantial. The 
people of the whole country would be bene- 
fited by the one reduction, while the proposed 
alteration looks very much like an act of 
personal spite on the part of some defeated 
candidates for Congress, | 

We are surprised that in the whole House 
of 283 members there was net one man with 
courage and patriotism enough to apply 
the jaw and the facts of the cause of the fifty- 
four millions of people and in their behalt 
demand that the Pacific railroad robbery 
shall henceforth be reduced 50 per cent in 
its exactions.

ARABI’ BEY'S LETTER. 

The letter written by Ahmed Arabi, the 
Egy ptian,”? to the London Times is a manly, 
outspoken, sincere expression of gratitude 
to his conquerors for humane treatment, but 
at the same time does not sacrifice the dig- 
nity of the man, “son of an Egyptian fellah, 
nor the dignity and justice of the cause for 
which he fought. A tinge of pathos colors 
it, but even the pathos is manly, and cannot 
but make a strong impression upon all En- 
glishmen with whom the boasted national 
sentiment of “fair play” is genuine, nor 
does it once deteriorate into complaint of his 


fate. He accepts it manfully, and goes into 


exile without a murmur, leaving the real 
traitors behind him high in office, and kept 
there by English bayonets. He is -magnhani- 
mous enough not evento accuse them or 


‘refer to them, or even to complainof the 


shameful treatment te which he was exposed 
while a prisoner of State. 

The substance of this remarkable letter is 
contained in a few lines, but they are of sach 
inoment that they will be long remembered 
in England. He affirms his love for his 
country. This no one has has ever doubted. 
He affirms thet all the Egyptian people were 
with him. This no one can doubt; for until 
the English fleet arrived befere Alexandria 
the Khedive had no one to whom he could 
appeal to help him enforce authority, and 
that the Khedive had no love far his people 
is shown by the proofs that He himself 
ordered the violeuce and incendiarism which 
took place when Alexandria was evacuated 
—-proofs so strong that Arabi Bey was not 
tried lest the evidence should involve that | 
treacherous and time-serving ruler. All the | 
Egyptian people were with Arabi Bey, and 
had they beer? sufficiently powerful and well 
armed and drilled to have overcome the in- 
vaders Arabi Bey today would have been a 
hero instead of an expatriated soldier. 

The most remarkable portion of this letter 
is that in which he skilifaily justifies the 
cause for which ne fought by showing that 
the English are now about to abolish the 
very grievances which had become intolera- 
able under the old régime, which were 
the identical grounds ed him to un- 
sheath the sword and appeal to the arbitra- 
ment ot war. He says: “In a short time

| AS Poor said of Vanderbilt. The American 
representative of this class takes bilood- 
money out of thesick and dying of his fei- 
low-countrymey by cornering quinine with 
the same complacency as his English con- 
frére corners thr salt of Bengal at the cost 
of thousands of human lives. 

These men use their wealth as a physical 
instrument, like the club of the footpad, for 
the violent transfer of me property of weaker 
men to themselves. They are predatory men 
who use monetary Weapons to accomplish 
on a large scale the robbery that smaller 
depredators do with the slungshot. 

The corner in its modern intensity is the 
outcome of the marvelous scientific resources 
which modern life has given to modera 
speculation. The mushroom development of 
stock exchanges and boards of trade, the 
international credit sys that permits the 
instantaueous concentr of the capital of 
London, Paris, Frankfort, and New York at 
any point where a profit is 
especially modern facilities for finding out 
the statistical situation.“ the multiplication 
of great private fortanes—these, with tele- 
graphic correspondence and steam trans- 
portation, are What inake our corners the 
serious things they have become. Such ap- 
pliances for exchange have never coexisted 
before in the history of the world, ahd the 
„ strong men are more and more getting the 
eontrol of them, and with them “hat of food 
prices and property. The millions of pro- 
ducers, whose labor brings forth the frui 
these men enjoy, are uneombined and heip- 
less. ‘They are cornered. 

Vanderbilt, the richest man in thé country, 
and Gould, the greatest gambler, the Steck 
Exchange has produced, and a t of other 
devouring sharks, have lately been testifying 
on the subject before a committee of the 
New York Legislature, Vanderbilt thought 
grain corners very wrong, but could see 
nothing reprehensible in railroad pools, 
which are corne?s on transportation. Gould 
classified corners, dealings in futures, and 
all kinds of speculation as legitimate busi- 
ness. Ile deprecated in the strongest way 
any legislative interference with these | 
swindling operations. Perfect freedom is 
what is wanted to develop their beneficent 
qualities to the utmost, according to his phi- 
logophy. Rufus Hatch, the Diogenes of Wall 
atrget, argued eynically that, though it was 
all wrong, he did it, Mey all did it, and al- 
ways Would do it; and Beecher capped the 
humor of the oceasion by declaring himself 
professionally a dealer in futures.“ Evi- 
dently the public hate nothing to learn en 
this subject from the New York Legislature 
ar New York speculators or clergymen. 

If Gould and his kind want “ perfect free- 
dom,” the rest of us had better get indus- 
triously to work on some sort of police regu- 
lation to protect citizens from being robbed 
in the open market. The perfect freedom 
which the sharks wantis freedom to make 
bargains with only one side to them—free- 
dom to make the people pay such prices for 
pork, cotton, oil, coal, wheat, matches, rail- 
road tickets, and ocean cable messages as the 
syndicates agree (among themselves) to de- 
mand, The people are asked to stand by, 
passive, while a Chicago combination runs 
the price of their perk, as has been done, 
from $8 a barrel to $16, and to keep their 
hands off the New York pool that maintains 
a mohopoly price for anthracite coal. 

To foresee a rise or fall in the markets, and 
take advantage of it is one thing. To pro- 
duce such fluctuations by the brute force of 
wealth for speculative and peculative pur- 
poses is quite another. Such a transaction 
isarobbery. To combine to commit it is a 
conspiracy. Itsigbuld be treated as suéh. 
There are laws already in force but unexe- 
cuted forbidding these offenses. Public 
opinion would heartily approve the infliction 
to the last letter of the penalties they pro- 
vide for the punishment of those who“ en- 
gross” and “forestall”. the food, and 
clothing, and medicine of the community.

THE DO-NOTHING POLICY. 

Any friend of reform who may have been 
temporarily deluded into the belief that the 
lesson of the late election would be taken to 
heart by the Forty-sevent)- Congress needs 
but to glance at the record made by the Sen- 
ate and House within the last week to real- 
ize hia. error. There was a faint flurry of 
activityfat the beginning of the session, and 
some progress was made with the appropria- 
tion bills. In the Senate there has been a 
debate on the Civil-Service bill, ¢hiefly nota- 
bie for the declarations of open. hostility to 
reform made by representative Democrats. 
Otherwise neither House has made any ap- 
proach to practical legislation, and afer 
sixteen working days have passed the two 
bodies have entangied themselves in a snarl 
overa proposition to takea holiday: recess 
for ten days. The House, which adopted 
Reformer Robeson’s resolution inflictmg a 
fine of $50 per day on absentee members, 
was without a quorum yesterddy, and the 
Senate will probably be in the same condi- 
tion today. In fact, it has become apparent 
that nothing will be done in the National 
Legislature until after New-Year’s. 

Ou reassembling after the recess Congress 
will have a bare two months before it, and 
the consideration of the appropriation bills 
will oceupy about ali that time. ‘The Civil- 
Service Reform bili will pass the Senate, for 
the flood of talk cannot go on forever. But 
when the bill goes to the House it goes to the 
foot of an overloaded calendar, only to be 
taken up out of the regular order in the 
almost impossible event of a two-thirds vote 
for that purpese being obtained. 

As to any measure of tariff reform being 
adopted between now and March, that is out 
of the question, ‘The protectionists will 
take care of that. When they consented to 
the appointment of asham commission to 
prepare a sham report, they had little fear ef 
the result, whatever might happen. Even 
had the report of the -Tariff Commission 
amounted to anything as a measure of re- 
form, the protectionists felt secure. Antag- 
onizing any possible measure of tariff reduc- 
tion by the simple process of cutting down 
the revenues by abandoning the tax on use- 
less luxuries was their first available weapon. 
The policy of talk and dilatory motions is 
tneir next resource, They have already 
used it, and they will use it again. In the 
face of their well-known determination to 
continue the extortionate and scandalous tax 
upon the people for the personal benefit of 
the few, not even the poor tinkering with the 
evil which may be ultimately proposed by 
) the manufacturers’ Tariff Commission will, 
stand the ghost of a show of becoming law 
during the present session. It will simply be 
talked to death. 


TEACHING ENGLISH IN COMMON SCHOOLS. 

Readers of Tne Tripunm may remember 
having seen a couple of weeks ago an ex- 
tract from an address delivered by Mr. Or- 
ville T. Bright, of Chicago, before a teach-~ 
ers’ convention in St. Louis, in the course of 
which some novel ideas about instruction in 
language were advanced. Mr. Bright is the 
Principal of Douglas School in this city, and 
has given a practical test to his theories in 
regard to teaching English. ‘The result has 
been so satisfactory that the Appletous have 
induced him to publish a little handbook for 
the guidance of teachers, which sets forth in 
less than 100 pages a simple plan which may 
be pursued during the.six or eight years of a 
graded school system. If this plan be fol- 
lowed out intelligently, there 1s no question 
hut the scholars will use better English in 
speaking and writing without having made 
a formal and labored study of grammar than 
if they had overstrained their memory and 
taxed their patience by conning a multitude | 
of rules which they could not possibly un- 
derstand. 

The keynote to this system of instruction 
in English may be found in the following 
sentence extracted from the preface to Mr. 
Bright’s book: “So far as the common use 
of language is concerned, eorrect habits of 
speech will never be formed by the study of 
English grammar.“ People who have given 
this subject serious attention will not be in- 
clined to dispute the statement. The text- | 
books on grauiniar and the system of befog- 
ging young minds with a massof rules should 
be abandoned altogether in the common 
schools. Itisthe practice of speaking and 
writing correctly which should be inculeated 
in every study and exercise of the currica- 
lum. The reasons and rules can, be compre- 
hended and remembered at a later period of 
life if literary studies be pursued beyond the 


| common school; but it will not be a serious 


matter if the rules shall never be learned as 
leng as the correct use of language is so 
firmly implanted that there is no danger of 
backsliding. As good reading may betrusted 
more surely than technical instructions in 
rhetoric to form a good style of writing, so 
actual, constant, everyday “practice in the 
correct use of words and formation of sen- 
tences isa safer guide than aay grammatical

If they propose to continue 
the policy of projecting the iron, steel, and 
nickel industries of Pennsylvanla from com- 
petition, something radical must be done, and 
done at once, We are in danger of being flood- 
ed by the paupér aluminium ot Eurooe. Worse 
than that, no tariff duty can be relied upon 
to keep it out. It will be so cheap that a tax 
of 100 per cent would make its cost insignifi- 
cant: It can't be monopolized, and but one 
thing remains to be done: Its importation 
must be prohibited.

Nature and Form of the American Gov- 
ernment. 

This small volume consists of an address, with 
notes, by the Hon. George Shea, Chief Justice of 
the Marine Court of the City of New York, on 
The Nature aud Form of the American Gov- 
ernment Founded in the Christian Religion.;’ 
Tne address was delivered in April, 1882, before 
tne faculty and students of the General Theo 
logical Seminary of the Episcopal Church. 
Judge Shea ably argues that the Common Law 
of Engianc, which is recognized as fundamental 
in our Government, grew out of und was built 
upon Christianity. Some of his authorities cit- 
ed in the appendix are worthy of special atten- 
tion. Among others we find the following from 
Chancellor Kent, in delivering. the unanimous 
judgment of the Supreme Court of the State of 
New York in a case of indictment for blasphemy;

In Harper’s Magazine for January a 
writer says of American dairying and its 
possibilities that the 15,000,000 mileh cows in 
this country should and may be easily made 
to give 37,000,000 ae ot milk ver year. ‘To 
reach this desirable result ensilage might be

ence has shown that two cows can be kept 
on an acre, under full feed throughout the 
year. With a milk yield of 5,000 to 6,000 
pounds per cow this would make the product 
10,000 or 12,000 pounds of milk per ‘acre.’ 
That such results have been obtained en-, 
courages the hope that the — product 
of the farms will bé greatly iyereased. 
Regarding the merits of several breeds 
of cattle #s milk and as butter makers, the 
article sass the Holsteins clearly outrank all 
others in ullk, and the Jerseys are no less 
supreme in regard to butter.

No doubt a man who occupies the 
position of State Veterinarian and Inspector 
of Stock Knows full well the characteristics 
of contagious pleuro-pneumonpia, and that it 
is lin possible for him todeclaretrulythat any 
animals passing through Stock- yards 
are free from the germs of that disease, and 
that they will not infect other cattle with 
which they may come into contact, unless he 
knows that such animals have themselves 
not been ex to the contagion within 
some weeks before inspeetion. A 11 te J
